Of the toial 
sum, $13,000,000 will be derived from 
budget allowances and the 2-cent gas 
tax receipts for reconstruction and 
maintenance, and in addition there 
will be $3,000,000 in federal aid repay- 


ments. All of the balance will come 
from the additional l-cent gasoline 
tax. 


Bids have been called on the new 
animal science building which will be 
erected on the campus at the College 
of Agriculture.

Inspection of all California busses 
aud all other motor vehicles carrying 
children to and from school was or- 
dered by the State Division of Motor 
Vehicle last week in a campaign to 
force operators of such machines to 
employ adequate safety equipment. 

State traffic officers ‘1ave been 
forced to arrest 20,050 motorists dur- 
ing the first nine months of this year 
in efforts to enforce the law against 
illegal headlights. The Division of 
Motor Venicles announced last week 
and also stated that 65,243 automobile 
owners were stopped on the matter of 
headlights during the ‘ame period. 

Asserting the policy of securing 
homes for eligible war veterans a&8 
rapidly as possible, the tSate Veter- 
ans’ Welfare Board last week an- 
nounced that $533,000 in loans under 
the farm and home purchase act will 
be advanced to 111 former service 
men this week. The board, according 
to Secretary George M. Stout, is help- 
ing veterans to obtain homes at the 
rate of nearly $1,000,000 worth of 
property a month. 

California motor.sts pail $4,518,069 
to the Federai government in war tax 
on new cars purchas: ’ in this state 
during the twelve months ending 
August 31 !ast. This figure was made 
public recently by State Senator Ar- 


thur H. Breed, chairman of the I-g- 
islation committee of the California 
State Automobile Asrocia , in con- 


nection with the association’s cam- 
paign to secure the sunpy ort of western 
congressmen for the )-peal of the 
three per cent levy on the factory 
price of automobiles. The association 
is leading the western front of the na- 
tion-wide battle being waged by the 
American Automobile Association and 
its 948 affiliated clubs against the 
Treasury department proposal that 
the war tax be continued as a per- 
manent peace-time lev.” 

Loss of timber and watershed cover 
represented a smaller proportion of 
total California fire damages during 
the 1927 dry season than during any 
other season in the last five years, it 
was estimated by State Forester M. 
B. Pratt. Though complete figures are 
not yet available, the loss of timber 
through fire in areas protected by 
State forestry agencies has been ex- 
ceptionally low for the period of haz- 
ard just ended. More rangers will be 
retaingd on slash disposal duty this 
winter than in any previous year, the 
forester announced. A general clean- 
up of debris and slash along highways 
ig contemplated, he said. 

Mapping plans under which corps 
of trained inspectors are to operate 
in San Francisco and Los Angeles and 
the principal cities of the State, for- 
mer Senator Frank H. Benson, chief 
of the new State Division of Narcotic 
Law Enforcement, declared last week 
that his bureau intends to wage an 
intensive campaign against the ring- 
leaders of the “dope” traffic. 

Crippled children of needy families 
of California, who otherwise might be 
forced to carry their handicap through 
life, may now receive treatment free 
by the counties in which they reside 
under provisions of the Crippled Child 
Act, adopted by the last legislature. 
Administration of this act has been 
placed within the jurisdiction of the 
State Department of Public Health, 
and announcement was made last 
week by the department that immedi- 
ate aid may now be secured. 

Assignment of Company A, 184th in- 
fantry, California national guard, to 
Napa, was announced last week by 
Adj. Gen. R. B. Mitteletaedt. The unit 
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recenuiy Was mustered Out at Trerced 
because of laxity in drill and care of 
equipment. Napa won the company by 
virtue of its priority over 42 other 
cities and by virtue of its making pro- 
vision for excellent armory facilities. 
Tulare was also seeking the assign- 
ment of the company. 


Plans for the reconstruction of the 
Chico State Teachers’ College, de- 
stroyed by fire last Summer, on a 
twenty-five-year expansion program 
to accommodate, ultimately, 3000 stu- 
dents, were tentatively decided upon 
last week by a special committee of 
members of the State Board of Educa- 
tion, after an inspection of the site 
had been made. The report of this 
committee is to be submitted to the 
State board in session here January 
8rd, and if it is adopted the depart- 
ment of education will then ask the 
State department of finance for an 
appropriation from the emergency 
building fund in the sum of $227,000 
for the construction of the first unit. 

Impetus youth, which wants to do 
everything in a hurry, apparently 
doesn’t think much of California’s new 
“gin marriage” law requiring pros- 
pective brides and swains to file a 
three-day wedding intention notice 
before getting the necessary license. 
For, while Reno, Medford, Yuma ant 
other border cities in neighboring 
States where licenses may be secured 
for the asking are hanging up new 
knotting records, California’s wed- 
dings dropped off 2986 during the 
months of August and September as 
compared with a similar period in 
1926. And it’s getting worse and 
worse, In August, the first full month 
after the law became effective, 4074 
couples went to the altar or the jus- 
tices of the peace. That was a drop 
of 937 from August, 1926. Now comes 
along September with only a total of 
3477 weddings in the State—a decrease 
of 2049 from the corresponding month 
in the previous year. And early re 
turns for October now filtering in in- 
dicate a new low record altogether. 

Study of water problems in the delta 
regions and the San Joaquin Valley 
will be undertaken by the joint legis- 
lative water investigation committee, 
December 5 to 9, according to an 
itinerary announced last week by the 
State Department of Public Works. 

At least 19,000 deer have been killed 
in California during ®e present sea- 
son.

Mills Memorial hospital Monday from 
injuries received when the automobile 
in which he was riding crashed into 
the rear of a Peninsula Rapid Tran- 
sit bus while traveling at a high rate 
of speed at Millbrae. 

Robert B. Wells, 1280 California 
street, also a prohibition officer, and 
driver of the death car, is today re- 
covering from serious head injuries 
and body bruises at Mills hospital. 

According to the report made to 
the coroner’s jury by State ‘Traffic 
Officer Lee Bonds of San _ Brunc, 
Wells applied the brakes of his speed- 
ing car to avoid collision with a ma- 
chine that suddenly urned out to the 
middle of the highway, and skidded 
into the bus that had stopped at Mill- 
brae to discharge passengers. 

Corrodan was hurled against the 
rear of the heavy bus, suffering a 
basal fracture of the skull, from which 
he die dtwo hours later without re- 
gaining consciousness. Wells was 
found wedged between the front 
wheels of his machine, which crumpl- 
ed like an egg-shell when it struck 
the big stage. 

With the way cleared by a police 
escort, the two injured men were 
rushed to the San Mateo hospital in 
the machine of John P. Daly, Burlin- 
game contractor, 

Averdict of accidental death, from 
injuries incurred in the accident was 
returned by a coroner’s jury at Bur- 
lingame, after an inquest into the 
tragedy.
